WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Navy is trying to explain an 
embarrassing claim of big 
savings economically from the 
loss of the nuclear sub Scorpi- 
on which went down in the 
Atlantic last spring with 99 
crewmen.

loss of the sub it really does 
not consider the tragedy as 
resulting in s. "total net 
saving."

A New /nfersfofe Highway for Wisconsin 


Because the proposal wu competing 


with requttU from acroM the country, the 
authorisation by the federal Department of 
Transportation for an interstate-type high- 
way between Green Bay and Milwaukee 
along a route eaat of Lake Winnebago la a 
significant recognition of the economic 
importance to the nation of the region of 
Wisconsin to be served by the highway. 


The State Department of Transporta- 


tion had prepared a convincing presenta- 
tion for the Green Bay-Milwaukee highway 
subtitled, "A Missing Link in the Wisconsin 
Interstate Highway System." This was an 
apt description. And authorization of the 
route at the federal level means, further, 
that an important link was missing in 
connecting a vital part of the country to the 
rest of the nation with the best type of 
highway now being built, since this is the 
policy purpose of the interstate highway 
plan. 


The state recommendation for the 


interstate addition noted that the highway 
would extend interstate service to Green 
Bay, one of the few cities of more than 
50,000 population in the country not now 
linked to the system. But much more than 
mere geography was involved in the recom- 
mendation. 


The state pointed to the economic and 


population growth of the counties on and 
next to the interstate highway corridor, 
specifically the cities of Manitowoc, She- 
boygan, and Appleton, the St. Lawrence 
Seaway port facilities of Milwaukee and 
Green Bay and of other cities on the Lake 
Michigan shore, and to the potential benefit 
to the recreation industry of Northern 
Wisconsin and Upper Michigan 
which 


would come from faster travel between 
other parts of the Middle West and Green 
Bay. 


In the latter regard, the state made a 


very important point in saying that the 


interstate route could have a significant 
result in improving 
the economy of 


Wisconsin and Michigan regions north of 
Green Bay which 
are classified ai 


depressed areas and which are within the 
Upper Great Lakes Regional Commission's 
jurisdiction. 


"Distance and travel time to the urban 


markets to the south are generally recog- 
nized as major obstacles for the develop- 
ment of the lagging economy of this Upper 
Great Lakes area," the state's recommenda- 
tion said. 


Under the interstate program, federal 


funds pay for 90 per cent of highway 
construction costs. The Green Bay-Milwau- 
kee route authorization provides for about 
$90 million as a first allocation with further 
funds dependent upon future congressional 
action. A completion target date of 1975 
has been set for the highway. 


No detailed planning has been done on 


the exact route the super highway will 
follow. In general it will probably parallel 
State Highway 57. 


But when the new highway reaches the 


area north of Lake Winnebago it is 
extremely important that it bend west and 
pass within reasonable distance of the Fox 
Cities metropolitan complex before head- 
ing north up the east side of the Fox River. 
It also would be of great benefit to this 
entire area if it hooked up at its northern 
terminus with Highways 54-57 near the new 
University of Wisconsin-Green Bay so that 
it provides a by-pass east of Green Bay to 
the university site and then on up to Door 
County. 


It is incumbent upon planning agencies 


in the Fox Cities and Green Bay to start 
working with the state immediately so that 
this fine new transportation facility meshes 
with the future 
development 
of the 


transportation systems in these two metro- 
niiifcm areas.

Kissinger Replaces Bundy, Rostow 
But He Won't Work Any Miracles 


A New Look of Communism 


The Russian invasion of Czechoslovakia 


and its increased belligerence in such areas 
as the Mediterranean and the Middle East 
have understandably alarmed Americans 
and Western Europeans and have called for 
a new look at the policies and defenses of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. It 
is also time for a new look at the Soviet 
Union and communism. 


Two noted writers have done just that. 
In an interview with editors of the New 


Yorfc Times, Milovan Djilas claims that 
he sees little difference between modern 
Russian policies and those of 19th Century 
Russian imperialism. "There are only 
differences in ideas and forms. In the 
earlier period, we had Pan Slavism and 
Russian Orthodoxy as instruments. Today 
we have Leninism. But in essence this is a 
continuation of Russian imperialism, Rus- 
sian tendencies, Czarist imperialism." 


Mr. Djilas had at one time been 


considered the logical successor to Marshal 
Tito in Yugoslavia. But early in the 1950's 
he decided that communism had degenerat- 
ed into a bureaucratic tyranny and he fa- 
vored what he calls democratic socialism. 
He spent several years in Yugoslav prisons 
but this year was permitted to leave to ac- 
cept a fellowship at Princeton University's 
Woodrow Wilson School of Public and In- 
ternational Affairs. It just might be that the 
willingness of Marshal Tito to let him go is 
an indication that Yugoslavia's Communist 
leadership also fears Russian imperialism. 


Meanwhile Reinhold Niebuhr in an 


article in the New Leader called "Ideology 
vs. Power" says that the Cold War may 
actually help us "to a final solution of the 
problem of the relation between power and 
ideology in imperial nations." He points 
out that "Soviet and U. S. hegemony was 
in fact achieved (after World War II) by 
each gaining equal possession of a dreaded 
arsenal of nuclear weapons, by their sim- 
ilar economic resources, and by ideological 
pretensions. One was regarded as the holy 
land of a new secular religion of social re- 


demption. The other, ignoring the course of 
Western European democracy under con- 
stitutional monarchy, claimed to be the 
'last best hope on earth' upon which the 
whole history of free societies depended." 


But Mr. Niebuhr points out that it was 


our power and that of the Soviet Union, 
confused with our ideologies, which led 
both nations into serious errors that 
indicate their imperialist natures. The 
United States went into Vietnam and "the 
strength of the U. S. prevented 
our 


European allies from altering our ruinous 
policy in Vietnam" while "the strength of 
the U. S. S. R. prevented the satellite 
nations from restraining its action in 
Czechoslovakia." There is the inference 
here that the ideologies of both nations 
were conveniently forgotten in the imperi- 
alist drives. 


The serious problems within the United 


States have shown many Americans that we 
do not as yet have all the answers to the 
immense problems of our society, sincere 
as we may be in trying to solve them. 
Meanwhile the Russians have long ago 
moved from the original interpretation of 
communism and are now also an imperial- 
ist power, as Mr. Djilas says. 


Mr. Niebuhr holds out hope. "Omnipo- 


tence in imperial nations is the source of 
unreproved 
foolishness in international 


policy. . .The one consoling thought for us 
is that omnipotence 
may yet 
stimulate, 


rather than blunt, the wisdom of powerful 
nations, and thus prove the kinship of so- 
called rational men." 


Recent events have well demonstrated 


that it is Russian power, rather than any 
Communist allegiance, that maintains its 
shaky hold over Eastern Europe and any 
influence it may have in Hanoi. It would 
appear that the time is past for the 
American obsession with communism as 
such. There are other great threats in the 
world today no matter what ideology they 
may function under. 


Harry Brockel and the Seaway 


Viewed from the docks of Green Bay 


and from the city and county agencies 
devoted to promoting the Port of Green 
Bay, Harry C. Brockel, who has unexpect- 
edly resigned as Milwaukee port director, 
was a man with two hats. 


First of all, he was a competitor — and 


a tough one — in the competition among 
Lake Michigan ports for harbor tonnage. 
But he was also one of the early champions 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway, a fighter in 
getting the seaway authorized in Congress, 
and an active member of Great Lakes 
organizations which have worked to gain 
status for the seaway. In the latter regard, 
Brockel's decades of service have bene- 
fitted all the Great Lakes harbors, Green 
Bay's included. 


In his unexpected resignation, Brockel, 


who is 60, indicated that age was his major 
reason for leaving his Milwaukee post. But 
he also has indicated he is looking for new 
challenges in the field of his training and 
experience. 


While Brockel never has been consid- 


ered an active Republican, one possibility 
has suggested itself — appointment as 
administrator of the St. Lawrence Seaway, 
a position to be filled by President-elect 
Richard Nixon. 


Administration of the seaway could 


stand an increased concentration on 
its 


strengths in the Middle West. If Brockel is 
available, there is no question but that he is 
well qualified for the appointment.

for example, that we relied 
on military rather than politi- 
cal power, that we neglected 
collective action.

More- 
over, "Dr. Kissinger is setting 
up a very exciting new proce- 
dure for seeing to it that the 
President.. .does not just hear 
what he wants to hear, which 
is a temptation for White 
House staffers." 


This is a genteel version of 


the a c c u s a t i o n , common 
among opponents of the war in 
Vietnam, that Walt Rostow 
(and to a lesser degree Bundy, 


who as president of the Ford 
Foundation has considerable 
ex officio immunity from at- 
tacks by the intellectuals) has 
loaded the decision-making 
dice, has sheltered the Presi- 
dent from dissent, has become 
in effect a super-Secretary of 
State and Defense. 


Of course, translated into 


common sense terms, this 
exercise in demonology asserts 
that both Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson were nitwits, 
living in a vacuum-sealed uni- 
verse populated by sycophants, 
incapable of spotting a marked 
deck. To anyone who knew 
either man, the notion is 
preposterous. John Kennedy 
was one of the most intelligent 
men who. ever occupied the 
White House, and anyone who 
ever underestimated Lyndon 
Johnson's I.Q. has done so at 
his own peril. Presidents, like 
the rest of us, like to have 
their egos caressed, but if 
either Kennedy or Johnson 
caught a s t a f f e r "playing 
President," he would have 
kicked him down the back 
steps of the White House. 


CALLED HIM BULLY 


The astonishing thing about 


Johnson (and Kennedy staff 
m e m b e r s have similar 
recollections of J. F. K.) was 
how incredibily knowledgeable 
he was. The thought that any 
staffer could ever hide an 
option from L B. J. was 
simply ludicrous! In fact, one 
of the reasons he developed a 
reputation for imperious be- 
havior — notably among the 
civil servants — was that on a 
number of occasions he made 
it clear to top administrators 
that he knew more about their 
budgets and programs than 
they did. The disgruntled offi- 
cials went back to their build- 
ings and announced that the 
President was a bully! Actual- 
ly Johnson was usually more 
sad than angry — it offended 
his pride of craftsmanship. On 
one such occasion, after the 
session was over, he turned to 
Charlie Zwick, the Budget 
Director, and m o u r n f u 11 y 
drawled, "Charlie, budget him 
a Seeing-Eye dog." 


The point is that no one gets 


elected President of the United 
States if he needs a Seeing- 
Eye dog. Political blindness is 
a sure route to disaster and a 
strong P r e s i d e n t runs his 
staff. Let us leave dreamland, 
then, and examine next time 
what function a Bundy or a 
Rostow — and hopefully a 
Kissinger — must play.

about your son's elevation to 
the cabinet of the next presi- 
dent of the United States and 
to the awesome responsibility 
of Secretary of Defense reach- 
ed us, I wondered if there is 
another mother in America 
who could be as proud of a son 
as you have a right to be 
today. 


As you know, I have watch- 


ed Melvin Laird's career with 
a mixture of admiration and 
astonishment since he came to 
Madison to work as a page in 
the legislature. It seems like 
yesterday, but it was a long 
time ago. He was a boy, but a 
more energetic or personable 
youth, or one as insatiably 
curious about the processes of

government and political af- 
fairs, has probably never turn- 
ed up here. 


Later, after World War II 


and your husband's untimely 
death which vacated his seat 
in the state senate, Melvin ran 
for the seat and became the 
youngest m e m b e r of that 
house where the average age 
is typically over 50. It was then 
that the professional politician 
watchers, such as myself, 
became convinced that here 
xvas a young man who had a 
brilliant future and our fore- 
casts have been richly vindi- 
cated. 


THEN 30 YEARS OLD 


When the central Wisconsin 


district seat in the House of 
Representatives became va- 
cant, there was little doubt 
who would fill it. 


But, as it happened, I was 


spending the evening with him 
in Madison with other friends, 
legislators a n d journalists. 
When he reacted with charac- 
teristic firmness of decision, 
he was then 30 years of age. 


For most other, men of that 


age, the goal might have 
seemed too ambitious and 
difficult 
but your son had 


proved that youth combined 
with intelligence and conscien- 
tious work and native political 
sense is a great asset in the 
state legislature, where he had 
quickly risen to a position of 
leadership and responsibility 
And so nobody was surprised 
that a man of 30 years aspired 
to sit in the Congress or that 


he was decisively elected and 
re-elected with margins of 
support that many other poll- 
ticans have envied during his 
16 years as a congressman. 


I have sometimes wondered 


as I have carried on mv work 
as a state capttol correspond- 
ent whether a tradition of 
public and political service in 
a family is related to the 
public man's success. I believe 
I am now convinced, as a 
result of mis example and 
others. 


The precedents in your fam- 


ily were powerful influences 
upon Secretary-designate 
Laird. I remember with what 
pride he would relate the 
career of his grandfather, your 
father, who became lieutenant 
governor of the state, the 
respect be held for the diligent 
services of your late husband 
and his father, and his devoted 
admiration of your work as a 
member of the University of 
Wisconsin Board of Regents 
over a period of nearly a 
decade. 


Few Wisconsin families can 


claim such a record of honor- 
able service in high public 
place which makes it easy for 
me to forecast that in spite of 
the enormous burdens of his 
new office, your son will be 
equal to them if any man can 
be. 


ALSO KNOWS SORROW 
During your life, you have 


had great sorrow through the 
cruel accidents that cost the 
lives of two of your four 
sons, three of \rtiom I was 
privileged to know well and to 
call friends. 


But there will be solace in 


the achievements of your sons, 
Melvin and David, one as one 
of the most important and 
powerful and responsible offic- 
es in the world, the other as a 
distinguished teacher of Eng- 
lish Literature in one of the 
great universities of the land. 


There is a relation between 


the quality of family life and 
the character and achievement 
of the family. The distinctions 
won by your children without 
exception represent the finest 
tribute that could be extended 
to their parents. 


Thus I extend my most 


earnest congratulations with a 
request. Please tell the secre- . 
tary, when you see him soon, 
as you will, that the friend 
who watched his career origi- 
nate in the small chamber of 
the State Senate about a 
cuarter of a century ago, 
sends him best wishes. A 
country boy such as the un- 
dersigned will surely become 
lost in the endless corridors of 
the 
Pentagon if I should 


attempt to offer my felicia- 
tions in person.

Is Woefully Weak

Speaking of education, as I 


was yesterday, reminded me 
that recently I heard a noted 
researcher in the field remark 
that' we have no reliable data 
on the general level of educa- 
tion in the United States." 


For the first tune, a study is 


beginning to be made, through 
private grants, of true educa- 
tional apitudes, at different 
ages, in different parts of the 
country and of different socio- 
economic groups. 


Until now, all our comment 


and criticism and analysis and 
evaluation have been mostly 
guesswork and patchwork. 
There has been absolutely no 
overall assessment of the level 
of schooling in the U. S even 
though education is our largest 
"industry" in terms of public 
expenditure. 


And mis is the only area in 


which' we do not have such 
figure* on which to base 
future action. In public health, 
we know almost all the rele- 
vant facts about cancer and 
heart disease and other impor- 
tant ailments — now many 
have (hem, how they are 
spread in the population, and 
therefore the beat way of 
mounting prevention and ther- 
apy to combat tbem. 


We have • wealth of demo- 


graphic facts, of economic and 
production facts, of statistics 
in agriculture and employment 
and " ~ 
ily structure 
divorce 
dents. 


facts and valid comparisons. 
We are working in the dark- 
ness — a darkness of our own 
contriving. 


For one of the main reasons 


we are so backward in making 
an objective national evalu- 
ation of our educational stand- 
ards is the fear and competi- 
tiveness on the part of the

Would be Named His Senate Successor

WASHINGTON - The t*s 


evidence of how badly President 
elect Nixon wanted Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy to become U.S. Am 
bacsador to the United Nations 
is the fact that Nixon sen 
William P. Rogers to McCar 
thy's Senate office a week ag< 
Monday (Dec. 9). 


Nixon's assignment to Rogers 


his Secretary of State designate 
was pointed: use all your weap- 
ons of persuasion to talk Me 
Carthy into taking the UN job. 


That was not the first or the 


Evans

last effort by Nixon. The first 
came shortly after the election, 
when Nixon secretly met Mc- 
Carthy in the National Airport 
here to sound him out. McCar- 
thy at that point said he was 
not in the slightest interested. 


But when Rogers came to his 


office to argue the case for 
Nixon, McCarthy, who fully 
intends to be a major factor in 
the 1972 presidential campaign, 
was not so adamant. He began 
to see the job in a wholly new 
perspective, and it is this per- 
spective that made Nixon's Mc- 
Carthy ploy almost succeed. 


Instead of fear at the prospect 


of being accused of "selling 
out" to the Nixon administra- 
tion, McCarthy saw himself in 
the posture of heir to Adlai 
Stevenson (who went to the UN 
at the start of the Kennedy 
administration). As an eloquent 
voice for peace with the world 
press as his audience he began 
to view the UN as a natural 
platform to hold what is left of 
his national constituency and to 
build it anew. 


Wanted a Democrat 


It was at this meeting with 


Rogers t h a t McCarthy laid 
down his one unalterable con- 
dition — that Minnesota Gov. 
Harold LeVander, a Republican, 
appoint a Democrat to take 
McCarthy's vacated seat in the 
Senate. 


T h a t Democrat, McCarthy 


specified, by no means had to 
be Vice President Humphrey. In 
fact, McCarthy left little doubt 
that he preferred not Humphrey McCarthy. 
but some other Democrat, pos- 


sibly Rep. John Blatnik - long 
an aspirant to the Senate. 


Rogers replied that Nixon or 


His agents had already talked to 
LeVander, but that unfortunate- 
ly LeVander did not "under- 
stand" Nixon's - and McCar- 
thy's — problem (possibly be- 
cause LeVander himself may 
run for the Senate in 1970 and 
would not want to build up a 
Democrat by putting him in the 
Senate now). 


That decided the issue for 


McCarthy, despite still a third 
attempt — this one by Nixon 
lumself in the now-celebrated 
elephone call to McCarthy at 
;hc Sans Souci restaurant here 
last Wednesday. 


Points to Future 


McCarthy's clear refusal to 


cede his Senate seat to a 
Republican is revealing evi- 
dence of his future political 
dans. He reasoned that, while 


could persuade his followers 


o support his move to the 
United Nations, where he would 
take over a forum to push 
wace. he would be condemned 
nth by his own McCarthyites 
and the entire Democratic party 
f the UN job meant reducing 
he Democratic majority in the 
Senate. 


No one, probably not even the 
migmatic McCarthy himself, 
knows exactly what his future 
political plans are, beyond his 
tatement that he will not run 
or re-election to the Senate in 
970. 
But the fact that Nixon offer- 


ed him the UN post at all shows 
ow convinced Nixon is that 
McCarthy still has an influential 
ational constituency. The Pres- 
dent-e!ect obviously hoped to 
se McOterthy to build a bridge 
>etween Nixon and anti-estab- 
shment, anti-Vietnam Demo- 
rats, particularly the young, 
ho followed McCarthy last 
pring and summer. 
But as McCarthy was warned 
y one of his chief agents after 
he election, even a national 
onstituency can 
fade away 


ast Thus, when leaders of the 
ew Democratic Coalition plot- 


ted strategy at a dinner meeting 
in Manhattan on Dec. 8, McCar- 
thy's name was mentioned only 
once, in a brief reminiscence of 
the Chicago convention. Around 
the table that night were many 
of McCarthy's top campaign 
aides, including Curtis Cans, ex- 
Lt. Gov. Patrick J. Lucey 
Wisconsin, McCarthy's conven- 
tion strategist, and student 
leader Sam Brown.

Scandalizing national polky, 
the barefoot, scantily clad dem- 
onstrators roamed the streets 
and plazas of Jerusalem, led by 
the learned prophet Isaiah. 


For three years, up to 711 


B.C., this famed, aristocratic 
sage of Judah bad paraded 
about the city unshod and near- 
ly naked, stripped to a loin 
strap, brazenly opposing the 
country's 
military 
coalition 


against the heathen Assyrian 
empire. 


"A covenant with death!" he 


called it. "Draw near, 0 na- 
tions, to hear, 0 peoples. 


"Woe to those who trust in 


chariots because they are many 
and in horsemen because they 
are very strong ... Woe to you, 
destroyer ... When you have 
ceased to destroy, you will be 
destroyed." 


Such 
stinging 
indictments 


eventually would bring official 
fury crashing down on the 
prophet. 


It was a time of turmoil, con- 


flict and rising fear, like that of 


many periods and places since 
up to today. Faith shrank, jus- 
tice tottered and disorder grew 
The rich plundered the poor and 
soldiers rushed about, shouting 


"CNy of Chaos" 


"A city of chaos," Isaiah 
cried. "Terror, and the pit, and 
the snare are upon you, 0 in- 
tiabitant of the earth ... 
have made lies our refuge 
The envoys of peace weep bil 
terly ... My people, your lead- 
ers mislead you and confuse the 
course of your paths." 


But in the midst of the institu- 


tional deceit and pretensions 
the jingoism, the wealth over 
riding want, Isaiah saw glim 
merings of future hope, that lat 
er would be regarded as a her 
aid of Christmas—of Jesus's 
birth. 


"The people who walked in 


darkness have seen a grea 
ight," the prophet said. "For to 
us a Child is born, to us a Son is 
[iven; and the government will 
« upon His shoulder, and His 
name will be called Wonderful 
Counselor, Father, Prince of 
Peace. Of the increase of His 
government and of peace there 
will be no end."

kings, the nobly born, intellec- 
tually gifted Isaiah served as a
